WA TE, whoſe Naincs arc hereunto Subſcribed, who have now 
| joyncd with the Prince of Orange, for the Defence of 
the Proteſtant Religion, and for maintaining the ancient Govyern- 
ment, and the Laws and Liberties of England, Scotland, and 
hreland, do engage to Alnughty God, tro His Highneſs the 
Prince of Orange, and to one another, to ſtick firm to this Caule, 
and to one another 1n the Defence of it, and never ro depart 
from it, until our Rehigzon, Laws, Libertics, are ſo far ſecu- 
red £0 us in 2 j'rce Parliament, that we ſhall be no more in dan- 
or ot falling under Popery and Slavery; and whereas we arc in- 
gaged in this Common Cauſe, under the protection of the Prince 
of Yrange, bv which mn caſe his perſon may be expos'd ro danger, 
and to the deſperate and curſed attempts of Papiſts, and other 
Blocdy men, we do therefore fuleranly engage to God, and one 
another, thatit anv ſuch Acrempr be made upon him, we will 
vurſuc not only thoſe who make 1t, bur all their Adherents, ard | 
all char we find in Arms againlt us, with the utmoſt Severity of 
4 Ju{t Revenge, to ther Ruine and Deſtruction. And that ihe 
Exccuton of any ſuch Attempt, which God of his Infinite Mercy 
torbid, [hall not aiveet us from proſcunng this Cauſe, which we 
do now vnacriake, bur thatit ſhall engage us to carry it on, with 
all the Rigour thar fo Barbarous a practice ſhall dejerve.
